Personnel of the Gang. 
The Gloriana gang got its name from 
its leader, or “captain,” Charles Glori- 
ana, 24 years old, 1101 Townsend 
street. It was composed of two squads. 
Gloriana took charge of the first, 
which “worked” the district between 
Oak street and the river. 
Carlo Moretti, 1139 Orleans street, 
was “lieutenant " in charge of the sec- 
ond band, which operated north of Oak 
street most of the time, and sometimes 
cojperated with the other squad,

In six weeks Green, in the confes- 
sion he made, as detailed further in the 
story, said he had got $1,500, his share 
of the profits. This indicates the gang 
got $15,000 in that time. 

The de luxe troupe of highwaymen 
were mostly Italians, though there 
were two who were not—Mickey 
O’Maliey and Joseph Green. They 
posed as peddlers during the day; and 
yet each had been sent to Pontiac or 
the bridewell time and again. 


Got Witnesses by Fear. 

They hired the cleverest lawyers, 
they produced the best witnesses, it is 

said, bought with the fear of venge- 
anee. Often the police had to drop 
felonies against them and be content 
with sending them to the bridewell for 
afew months. O'Malley was sentenced 
twenty times. 

They had the reputation of “ killers.” 
They were of a high intelligence. They 
were tricky and resourceful. And they 
had money. 

In April and May twenty-six liquor 
houses, wholesale and retail, in the 
Chicago avenue police district were 
robbed. Doors were broken in, safes 
cracked, barrels of beer and kegs of 
whisky, and cases of wine stolen. The 
loot mounted into the thougands. There 
wag no trace of the thieves, 


Robberies in Early Morning. 

It was noted that the robberies never 
ocourred until after 3 o’clock. At that 
hour the detectives were accustomed 
to quit work and another shift-—the 
midnight one—was left alone in the 
district—a handful of men. 
Quinn was made senior detective 
sergeant on April 29 and he and his 
men took the midnight shift. On June 
3, ‘at 4:30 o'clock, the petrol wagon

Chum, Then 
Hides Body 


A bit of target practice in the back 
yard of Mrs. Dorothy Plock’s home in 
Elmhurst brought death at the hands 
of a chum to Raymond Smith, 15 years 
old. His slayer then hid the body in 
the weeds and it was not discovered 
for many hours. 

Henry Plock, 17, had bought a .49 
caliber Colt automatic from a mail or- 
der house, according to the story told, 
and had gone with Raymond to try it 
out. During the firing Henry acci- 
dentally shot his companion. 

Hides Body in Weeds. 

He started toward the Smith home 
to tell Raymond's father; then he be- 
came frightened and turned back. 

Returning home, he hid the dead boy 
in the weeds and went into the house. 

Dinner time came in the Smith house- 
hold, but no Raymond, Mr. Smith be- 
came worried and walked to the Plock 
home to inquire for his son. 

Henry 
said. 


_ Leads Way to Victim. 

After further quizzing he said Ray- 
mond had been shooting with his re- 
volver and had accidentally killed him- 
self.

ANOTHER GIFT 
| BY ROCKEFELLER 


OF $10,000,000 


New York, Nov. 2.—John D. Rocke 
feller has added $10,000,000 to his en- 
dowment of the Rockefeller Institute 
for Medical Research, it was an 
nounced tonight. 

The gift, the largest single one made 
to the institution, is to meet rapidly 
growing needs in its many lines of 
work and to make new knowledge 
available for protection of the public 
health and for improved treatment of 
disease and injury, 

Additional research in biology, chem- 
istry, physics, and medicine wil] be 
carried forward by reason of the new 
gift, and general enlargement of the 
scope of activity of the institution will 
result, it was said. 

The sgientific staff of the Rockefeller 
institute numbers sixty-five men. About 
310 persons are employed in its tech- 
nical and general service. All dis- 
coveries and inventions made by those 
in the employ of the institute become 
the property of it, to be “ placed free- 
ly” at the “service of humanity.”

Reasons for Situation. 


From talks with officials and labor 
leaders are found the reasons for this 
comparatively favorable’ situation. 
First, #hployés have already gained a 
considerable increase in wages and 
other privileges allwaround. Secondly, 
they are tired of strikes, seeing their 
gains in wages swallowed by enforced 
idleness. Third, the reawakening of 
trade with foreign countries, which has 
already assumed a much larger pro- 
portion than is realized outside of Ger- 
many. 


The ordinary clerk who earned a 


to 200 marks monthly before the war. 
today earns 300 to 600. The mechanic 
earning 300 before the war now gets 
10,000 and more. The unskilled labor- 
ers paid 300 marks and more now was 
formierly satisfied with 100. Farm 
hands, whom the junkers used to pay 
a mere pittance, now get about 7 marks 
daily and decent food and lodgings. 
This may seem an exorbitant increase 
in wuges, but, compared with the rise 
in prices all around, some of the la- 
boring classes still have good ground 
for complaints.

In Michigan avenue a modiste is discovered tn 
come distress, induced by the tendency toward 
short skirts; mot, of course, her own, but her pa- 
trons’. Loosely analogous is the mental attitude of 
coal mine operators and other employers of labor 
who are alarmed by the demand for short days, 


short weeks, and short energy. 


The universal disposition is toward brevity. Our 
women cannot seem to get ‘em short enough, the 
steel workers want ‘em shorter, so do the steve- 
Gores, also the miners; in fact, pretty nearly every- 


bedy. How short can we stand ‘em? 


It is fundamental that the world must have 
enough—which means a little to spare—of the es- 
sentials of life. Thus in the last analysis it doesn’t 
much matter how the coal is mined or the steel is 
milled or the ships loaded, or the railroads con- 
ducted. The big thing is that al] of these affairs 
have got te go forward somehow. And the cost of 
getting them forward never will be more than the 


traffic can bear. 


When the coal miners’ wages get beyond the 
point of economic equilibrium, why, we'll just have 
to pick up a scuttle and go to the mines ourselves. 
If not enough men can be found who are willing to 
dig coal for what the rest of us can pay without 
getting ourselves into the poorhouse it follows 
that we'll all dig, each enough for himself. And by 
this time the coal miner will discover that while 
he is digging for us we are writing and painting 
and building and manufacturing and raising hogs 


for him. 


In the whole seemingly complex system of 
work and wages there is one very simple and un- 
swerving principle operating: fifty-fifty. Some may | 
elude the principle some of the time: it will catch 
them, never fear. It may be the employer who 
pays too little or the employé who takes too much; 
the seller who overcharges or the buyer who un- 
derpays; the balance of supply and demand oper- 
ates just the same; compensation is unescapable. 

If some employers can keep going with long 
hours and short pay they will. If some employés | 
can get away with short hours and long pay they 
will. But modistes, employés, and employers all, 
fear not; short hours, short pay, and short skirts 


are only for those that become them. 


It is a grave mistake longer to shirk this issue 
of free government. The strike in private industry 
has been essential to the progress of labor. But if 
it. is to be used against society it must be curbed

BOUT one month ago I replied 
to a correspondent, stating in ef- 
fect that a bee carried a small 


dose of poison and that no great

P. W. tella of having been stung on 
the septum of the nose. He was blinded 
for a few minutes, He thought perhaps 
the bee struck a nerve leading to the 
brain. He has known a team of horses 
to be stung to death by a hive of bees. 
He read of a man in Michigan who died 
from a sting on the septym of the nose. 
B. M. was stung behind the ear. She 
was taken into a drug store and the 
druggist told her that she was stung 
on a cord leading to the brain. She had 
just read in a paper of two people stung 


would read up on the subject. The cata- 
logue of the surgeon general's office con- 
talna references to five deaths from bee 
stings. Two occurred in the "80s and 
three in the "90s. Three were English 
reports and two were American. 


These reports establish the fact that 


bee stinging can kill a human being, 
even the sting of one bee. But there is 
not much danger where there are only 
five authenticated cases of fatalities oc- 


eurring in Burepe and America in nearly 


forty years. 

Much the most informing book on the 
subject was “ The A BC and X ¥ Z of 
Bee Keeping,” by Root. Root writes 
from the standpoint of one in daily con- 
tact with bees. Ninety-nine per cent of 
the hee stings cause no more trouble 
than some persons have from a mos- 
quito bite. Root says there is no dan- 
ger to human beings of loss of life from 
a bee sting. It is rare, indeed, that one 
sting c@uses any trouble more than a 
local pain. 

Bevan says human beings do not die 
from bee stings. All authorities speak 
of horses and mules being stung to death 
by swarms of bees. 

All of the writer speak of occasional 
ill effects to human beings. They speak 
of cases where there is considerable swell- 
ing extending for some distance from 
the sting, and of other cases where red 
blotches like hives come all over the 
body, the breathing becomes difficult, and 
the heart pounds. 


Root says such cases must be rare, as 
he did not find one case recorded in ten 
years in “ Gleanings in Bee Culture,” a 
periodical which went to 30,000 persons. 
The explanation of these rare cases of 
untoward effects is anaphylaxis—the

But to begin at the beginnicg: I 
was practicing medicine in Merida. 
Capital of Yucatan, Yn 1917, when I 
decided to get out and help fight the 
enemies of mankind.
